Area’s Natural Beauties 
Should Be Retained 


Menlo Park’s recreation commission is currently cast- 
ing hopeful glances in the direction of the Sharon estate’s 
one-acre lake, trying to reserve it as the nucleus for a com- 
munity center for what ultimately will become a portion 
of Menlo Park. 

The main virtue of the lake lies in the fact that it looks 
s0 natural in its present surroundings. The landscaping 
of old trees; the ornamental pergola; the artificial island 
all add up to a pleasant reminder of things as they used to 
be and.an aspect of relative peacefulness. 

‘Insplanning for development of whatever kind of a 
park'the city gets in the area, these virtues should be pre- 
served, 

But as, if and when the city achieves ownership of this 
ornament, there'll be cries from all sorts of recreational 
boosters for various facilities. 

This’ will mean that the recreation commission will 
have to fend against the shuffleboard addicts, the tennis 
players, the roller skating and hop-scotch fanciers who 
will probably appear, all arguing that some part or all of 
the park ought to be macadamized and levelled. 

At this writing, even the recreation commission doesn’t 
know what it wants in the way of a park or even, actually, 
if the city will be able to afford to buy the lake. 

Notwithstanding this, they should give consideration 
to leaving whatever area they manage to acquire pretty 
much as it is.

Disposal of Waste a Problem 
Which Still Cries for Solution 


The South San Mateo county Garbage Disposal Dis- 
trict is having its troubles. It’s currently negotiating for 
more land, to supplement the original area which was sup- 
posed to “last for 20 years” but which is now about half 
used up, and the screen has burned off the top of the 
super-duper incinerator which was supposed to be able to 
reduce all garbage to phlogiston without producing an 
iota of smog. 

In an aside, it might be pointed out out that the city 
fathers of Menlo Park and Atherton probably acted  in- 
telligently when, two years ago, they decided not to join 
the district. 
have trouble. 

Ina third meandering of the mind, it might be pointed 
out that “complete incineration without production of 
pollutants” is even harder to achieve than it is to pronounce. 
That “Phlogiston” referred to in the first paragraph was 
supposed to be what got used up when something burned, 
but it doesn’t work that way; by-products go floating off 
into the air instead and phlogiston has been conceded 
to be a pretty theoretical element for the past 300 years 
or So. 

che In still a fourth sally into random thought on the sub- 
ject, it might appear that the towns of Menlo Park and Ath- 
erton have done precious little in providing an alternative 
solution for residents, who are required to pay outlandish 
fees for dumping rubbish at either the aforementioned in- 
cinerator, or at Palo Alto’s dump. 

All this leads up to one positive, happy thought, 
though: Since it’s demonstratable that no incinerator will 
take care of “all” or even “99 per cent” of the waste pro- 
duced by communities with the populations of those of 
Menlo Park and Atherton, “fill and cover” methods have 
to be used a good deal more than a casual inspection might 
lead one to believe. 

This “fill and cover” isn't necessarily bad. 
Having seen some maps of grandiose schemes for filling 
in the tidelands of the bay, one might even suggest that the 
leavings from the area’s highly-concentrated populated 
areas can be used for fill if it’s really felt that more land is 
needed. 

Meantime, residents of the two communities have to 
shell out a buck whenever they've anything more compli- 
cated to dispose of than the cuttings of the hedge; the 
‘ stuff isn’t disposed of in the “smogless,” fill-less manner 
promised; and city councils of two communities apparent- 
ly ignore even the possibility that the need for a dump 
exists.

Rec Department Notes Upturn 
In Participation—and Why 


Twice as many citizens par- 
ticipated in Menlo Park Recre- 
ation Department activities 
this June, then they did at the 
same time last year, says di- 
rector Fred Parsons.

pation in recreation programs, 
Parsons added. This statement 
points up the fact that many 
adults also take part in de- 
partment activities. The noon 
hour adult swim at Burgess 
Park has proved highly suc- 
cessful, Parsons commented. 
It is the only such swim pro- 
gram in the state, he said. 
Dance and sports are included 
in the department’s program 
for adult recreation. 

Menlo Park’s recreation pro- 
gram is a success, Parsons in- 
dicated because the public in 
general is more recreation- 
minded, especially residents of 
this area, who have many 
recreation facilities at home. 
Also the play equipment now 
designed and _ produced is 
much more attractive. 

Part of the reason for the 
public’s interest in physical 
activity is due to increased 
worry over physical fitness. 

Parsons added that the de- 
partment personnel can take 
care of more people, because 
of increase in number. This 
year the department is train- 
ing its first teen playground 
director aide. She is Penny 
Kossoris, 15, who will attend 
Palo Alto high school this fall. 

Eventually, the department 
plans to have a teen-age aide 
for the director of each park. 
Parsons explained that when 
these aides reach college age, 
they will be well-trained to 
take over as directors. 

He added that the increased 
number of children who take 
part in park programs are not 
usually encouraged by parents 
seeking free baby sitters. ‘“Of- 
ten, the parents stay at the 
park to watch their children.” 

The location of the parks at 
which we have _ programs 
makes it easier for children 
to come, Parsons added. They 
are laid out so that the resi- 
dents of each district in which 


they are located can reach 
them without crossing main 
arteries. 


Programs are carried out 
at Burgess, Nealon, Belle 
Haven and Willow Oaks 
parks, and at Laurel ,Menlo- 
Atherton, Las Lomitas, Hill- 
view and Flood Schools. 

To further increase citizen 
participation in city recreation 
actviities, the department 
plans to develop a strong teen- 
age program. Presently, the 
recreation program includes 
teen basketball leagues and 
synchronized swimming. The 
league games are played at 
night. Thus, working young 
people may play. 

The highest participation in 
any sport in June was _ base- 
ball. Over 2000 boys and girls 
played ball. Baseball clinics 
drew 1326 children. Also pop- 
ular were tennis and archery. 
Lessons numbered 960. Swim- 
ming lessons at Burgess pool 
numbered 9,069. 

“Our department’s aim is 
relaxation and recreation for 
every age group in the com- 
munity,” Parsons stated. 


1283 Menlo Park Patients 
Treated at Sequoia Hospital 


Menlo Park contributed 1283 
patients to Sequoia Hospital, 
Redwood City, during the past 
fiscal year, ending June 30. 

Atherton with 238 citizens 
had‘the least number of pati- 
ents in the district. From 
Woodside came 286 patients. 
The Sequoia Hospital district 
includes cities from Belmont 
through Woodside. 

During the year the hospital 
had more patients than rooms 
for them. Over 2000 occupants 
found themselves in the hall- 
ways. 

LOTS OF BABIES 

Another indication the Mid- 
Peninsula district is a growing 
area was the number of babies 


born at the hospital during 
the fiscal year. Deliveries 
numbered 2,113 with 192 born 
last month and 179 born in 
May. 

Deaths at the hospital dur- 
ing the year numbered 225, 


During May 19 persons died. 
The number fell to 16 during 
the month of June. 

More than 6000 persons 
were operated on at the hos- 
pital during the year. Almost 
twice as many patients went 
under the knife for’ minor OS 


erations as for major ones. 
Persons receiving major oper- 
ations numbered 2,420, while 
those receiving minor opera- 
tions were 4,062. 

One of the larger figures 
was that for emergency 
room cases. Almost 11,000 
patients came to Sequoia for 
emergency care. The num- 
ber of cases for May was 
1,087, while ‘that for June 
dropped to 999. 

The kitchen was busy this 
past fiscal year at Sequoia hos- 
pital. Patients were served 
179,395 meals. Cafeteria meals 
came close to the same figure. 
They numbered 123,219. 

The average number of 
patients per day at the hos- 
pital was 186, according to the 
average daily census statistics. 
The daily census figure for 
newborn babies was 22. Spring, 
the season of new life, proved 
to be quite average for new 
babies delivered at Sequoia 
hospital. The May figure was 
exactly average, and the June 
number was one figure below 
21.
